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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4-week period ending March 
20 was down 1 per cent from the previous four weeks, 5 
per cent from the same period in 1958, and for the first 
two months of the year was 3 per cent below last year 
according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 4 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, and for the 
first two months of the year were 11 per cent below 1953. 

Total Personal Income Payments dropped fractionally 
in February from January, but were 1 per cent above Feb- 
ruary 1953. Salaries and wages income was down 1 per 
cent in February from January, and for the first two 
months of the year was only fractionally above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was up 1 per cent in February from 
January, but was 8 per cent below February 1953, and for 
the first two months of the year was 7 per cent below 
last year. 

Steel Production was down 1 per cent in February from 
January, 21 per cent from February 1953, and for the first

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 3 per cent in 
February from January, but were 5 per cent above Febru- 
ary 1953, and for the first two months of the year were 
6 per cent above last year. 


Agricultural Income was down 13 per cent in February 
from January but was 3 per cent above February 1953, 
and for the first two months of the year was 3 per cent 
above last year. 

Electric Power Production dropped 5 per cent in Febru- 
ary from January, was 4 per cent below February 1953, 
and for the first two months of the year was 2 per cent 
below last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up fractionally in Feb- 
ruary from January but was 14 per cent below February 
1953, and for the first two months of the year was 17 per 
cent below last year. 


Retail Sales of Independent Dealers dropped 2 per cent 
in February from January but were 1 per cent above Feb- 
ruary 1953. Department store sales were down 4 per cent 
in February from January but were fractionally above 
February 1953. 


AGRICULTURAL DIVERSIFICATION IN OHIO AND 15 MOST POPULATED STATES 


Ohio is usually thought of, and correctly so, as primari- 
ly a manufacturing state. It has about 37 per cent of its 
labor force engaged in manufacturing as compared with 
about 26 per cent in the United States as a whole. 


Ohio an Important Agricultural Producer 

Yet Ohio’s economy has an excellent balance and diver- 
sification, as an earlier article showed.1 The volume of 
Ohio’s agricultural production is substantial also—$712 
million in 1949, to rank Ohio eleventh among all the states 
in value of farm products, and not too far below distinct- 
ly-agricultural, seventh-place Kansas which sold $765 
million of farm products in 1949. 

Ohio’s agricultural production amounted to 3.23 per 
cent of the U. S. total in 1949, below its per capita expec- 
tancy (Ohio has about 5.25 per cent of total U. S. popula- 
tion). This disproportion results from the fact that only 
7.1 per cent of Ohio’s labor force was engaged in agricul- 
ture, compared with 12.6 per cent in the United States. 


Ohio Second in Agricultural Diversification 


However, Ohio’s agriculture, like its economy as a 
whole, is noteworthy for its diversification, as is indicated 
by the “index of agricultural diversification” shown with 
basic data and calculations in the table on page 8. Among 
the fifteen most populous states (which include 7 of the 11 
leading agricultural states) Ohio ranks second in the de- 


gree of diversification of its agricultural activities among 
the principal farm products classifications. Ohio was sec- 
ond only to Virginia in agricultural diversity, but only 
barely nosed out Illinois, which is the 4th largest pro- 
ducer of farm products. 


The composition of Ohio’s agriculture, as does Ohio’s 
economy as a whole, substantially parallels the composi- 
tion of the agricultural activities of all the 48 states. The 
most significant deviations of Ohio from the total are 
larger-than-average proportionate production of Dairy 
Products and Horticultural Specialties, and a smaller- 
than-average proportionate production of field crops. 
Ohio’s proportion of the total derived from Livestock, 
however, was quite similar to that of the United States. 
(Field Crops and Livestock account for 79 per cent of the 
value of all agricultural production in the United States.) 

Ohio’s balance in agriculture derives from its midway 
location latitudinally among the states of the Union 
(which means temperatures, rainfall and length of grow- 
ing season near the average), from the diversity of its 
soils and terrain, and from its proximity and ready access 
to populous markets.

Total employment in February was 1 per cent 
greater than in January, despite decreases in both 
manufacturing and construction. Compared with 
employment in February last year, current total 
employment was down 4 per cent. Total pay rolls 
in February decreased 2 per cent from pay rolls in 
January and 11 per cent from pay rolls in February 
1953. 

February retail sales increased 2 per cent over 
January sales, but decreased 8 per cent from Feb- 
ruary sales last year. 

Bank debits were 1 per cent higher in February 
than in January and were 6 per cent higher in Feb- 
ruary this year than in the same month last year.

COLUMBUS 

Decreases of 2 per cent and 4 per cent from em- 
ployment in January 1954 and February 1953, re- 
spectively, occurred in total employment in Febru- 
ary 1954. The decrease from total employment last 
year was evident since gains in trade and public 
utilities and construction failed to offset the 13 per 
cent drop in manufacturing employment. Pay rolls 
followed trends similar to the employment trends. 

Retail sales in February decreased 6 per cent be- 
low sales in January and a fraction of 1 per cent be- 
low sales in February 1953. 

February bank debits were up 10 per cent and 16 
per cent over debits in January 1954 and February 
1953, respectively. 


DAYTON 

Total employment in February decreased 1 per 
cent from employment in January, but increased a 
fraction of 1 per cent over employment a year ago. 
Total pay rolls were 1 per cent less in February 
than in January, but were 1 per cent higher than in 
February last year. 

Bank debits in February increased 8 per cent over 
debits in January and 18 per cent over debits in 
February 1953. 

February industrial power consumption was 1 per 
cent above January power consumption, but was 4 
per cent below power consumption in February 1953. 


TOLEDO 


Total employment in February was 1 per cent 
lower than January’s level, and 9 per cent below 
February employment of last year. The trend was 
the same in total pay rolls, which dropped 2 per 
cent from January and 11 per cent from February 
1958. Manufacturing decreases of 14 per cent in 
employment and 16 per cent in pay rolls were the 
greatest declines from February a year ago. 

Retail sales in February were 2 per cent above 
sales in both January 1954 and February 1953. 

February bank debits dropped 8 per cent from 
January, but were only 1 per cent below February 
1953. 

Consumption of industrial power in February was 
6 per cent lower than last February’s consumption. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


A fractional increase in February construction 
employment over January’s level was the only ex- 
ception to the general decline in employment from 
both January 1954 and February 1953. Total pay 
rolls in February were 9 per cent lower than in Jan- 
uary and 16 per cent lower than in February of last 
year. The largest decreases from February 1953 
were in manufacturing employment and pay rolls. 

February retail sales were up 6 per cent from 
January, but down 11 per cent from last February. 

Bank debits were 16 per cent below 1953 debits. 

February industrial power consumption was 36 
per cent below consumption in the same month a 
year ago. 

The steel industry averaged only 68 per cent of 
capacity, 39 points lower than in February 1953.
